The congressional report on the conduct 


of the war, which we printed yesterday in 
'all, is remarkable aa dealing not with opiii- 
ona, or arguments, or theories, but mainly 
with facts. 
It ia a historical statement of 


ha evidence on certain important points.— 
We have already presented in theao col- 
umns an impartial summary of this evi- 
dence ; let us endeavor to noto now more 


riefly tbe conclusions which it establishes. 


We will try to state them in such a way 
that, however they may conflict with pe • 
BOnal partialities or prejudices, they shall 
:iofc be coutrovertiblo as matters of fact. 


The Army of the Potomac was organized 


by Mnj. Gen. McClellau, 
By tbe first of 


October, 1861, it numbered 1B5,000 men, 
and was in all respects fit for immediate 
service. 
The rebel army at Manassas, 


which vros opposed to it, was leas thau 70,- 
000 strong. But tho Army of the Potomac 
nevertheless remained inactive during the 
whole winter of lS(H-2, and did not move 
i]l tbe rebels voluntarily evacuated Manas- 
gas in March. A victory that winter would 
practically have annihilated tho rebellion. 
It ia not now disputed that our army would 
have won a victory if it had been tried, and 
hut Gen. McCIellan is aololy responsible 
'or its failure to try, 


Secondly: The blockade of the Potomac 


mi^ht have beon prevented or raised at r.nr 
inie during that winter by tha naval force 
with the co-operation of -1,000 troops. Geii, 
McCIellan withdrew the troops and is sole- 
"iy responsible for the continuance of the 
blockade. 


Thirdly: The Peninsular campaign waa 


Gen. UcClellftn'a own plan, reluctantly ac- 
quiesced in by the President, and underta- 
'COG by McCIellan on the express condition 
hat ho fchould leave a force sutiicieut, in 
ho opinion of all his corps cornroaiuiors, 
for the defense of Washington. They lixcd 
he number of that force at 55,000. 
But 


Gen. 
llc'C/'k'llan, iu violation of his n^rfte- 


nent and the orders of the President, with- 
drew all but 18,000 troops from the capital, 
part, even of these being raw, and no light 


rtiSlcry left them. The President, there- 


fore, ordered the corpa of McDowell to re- 
•nain for the defense of vVeuhiugton, and 
even including this corps tbe specified num- 
er of troops was not made up. Yet this 
3 what is termed an "interlereiiGO with 
Gen. McClellan's plans," and is in sub- 
atanco the only ground of complaint against 
he President, and tho only excuse offered 
for the failure of the Peninsular campaign.

the attack next morning, as Burnside and 
tiumuer advised. 


'1'enthly: The protracted inactivity after 


that battle from the L7th of September to 
the 26th of October was unnecessary, iu 
direct defiance o!'positive orders, disastrous 
to the national cause, and was the salva- 
tion of tha rebellion. The solo responsi- 
bility for it rests on Gen, McCIellan. The 
immediate causo of his removal seems to 
have beea this latest and most persistent 
insubordination. 


Wo have no comments to oCfer on these 


statements. They are uot charges against 
Gen. McUlellan—they are the 6ndinga of 
an impartial jury on tho evidence sub- 
mitted to them. 
The sentence which his- 


tory will pronounce- v/e do not care to an- 
ticipate. But this General, so generally 
trusted, so lavishly supplied with rneti and 
material, so cordially sustained, so tender- 
ly borne with, so long retained in a com- 
mand which he repeatedly proved himself 
unequal to wield, cannot longer demand 
that the evidence of hid incapacity should 
be withheld, or tho judgment of the nation 
be willfully blinded.

The congressional report on the conduct 


of the w;xr( which we printed yesterday in 
full, is remarkable aa dealing not with opin- 
ions, or arguments, or theories, but mainly 
with facts. 
It ia a historical statement of 


the evidence on certain important points.— 
We have already presented in these col- 
umns an impartial summary of this evi- 
dence ; let us endeavor to note cow more 
briefly the conclusions which it establishes. 
We will try to state them in such a way 
that, however they may conflict with per- 
sonal partialities or prejudices, they shall 
not be controvtrtible as matters of fact. 


The Army of the Potomac was organized 


by Maj. Gen. McClelian. By the first of 
October, 1861, it numbered 185,000 meu, 
and was in all respects fit for immediate 
service. 
The rebel army at Uanasaas, 


which was opposed to it, was less than 70,- 
000 strong. 
But the Army of the Potomac 


nevertheless remained inactive during ihe 
whole winter of lSb'1-2, aad did not move 
till the^rebels voluntarily evacuated Manas- 
sas in jjarch. A victory that winter would 
practically have annihilated the rebellion. 
It ia not now disputed that our army would 
aave won a victory if it had been tried, and 
.hat Gen. MeClellan is solely responsible 
'or its failure to try.

Secondly: The blockade of the Potomac ' 


ni^ht have been prevented or raised ut tiny 
irne during that winter by the 7iaval force 
with the co-operation of 4,000 troops. Gen.

According to the testimony of a United 


States detective, it appears that Huber was

arrested. These lodges meet at night time 
pay an initiation fee, and are bound togeth- 
er by an oath.

I know that I cnuuot do tie

Wo arrived at St. Louis yesterday, and 


were immediately marched to Bentou Bar- 
racks, where I am afraid wo arc likely to 
remain for an indefinite length of time.

Md., I wrote you something of an account 
of the history of tLoae of the 22d Wiscon- 
sin, who were taken prisoners, March 5th. 
I know not whether you ever received it, 
end would say that if you did not, it would 
give pleasure to ro write it, if you would 
publish it, 
I know that I cannot do tie 


subject justice, but I trust I could writb a 
readable article. If you received and pub- 
lished it, please send me six copies of the 
paper containing it, and I will remit ac- 
cordingly. 


We arrived at St. Louis yesterday, and 


were immediately marched to Bentou Bar- 
racks, where I am afraid we arc likely to 
remain for an indefinite length of time. 
Scarce one hundred of our regiment reach 
ed here. 
Many were left back in the hos- 


pital at Annapolis, and many more were 
left at side stations on the road where they 
had left the cars in order to get something 
to eat—"foraging," we call it. 


I find that in Janeaville I have been re- 


ported as killed, which is very far from 
being the case. 
I was not even wounded, 


and still am alive and ready, as soon as 
duly exchanged, to Sghl the rebels again.
